Some of them in- 
doed we know are not so altogether unmind- 
ful of their best interests as to neglect tho 
golden opportunity which circumstances 
have ufl'orded them in the neighboring colony. 
They have not been idle ; tho soil has been 
mado to yield to them its fruits after having 
so long lain in its primeval fallow. Nor 
have the farming operations been commenc- 
ed any too early. If matters are properly 
mnnuged this fall and winter tho aid of the 
farmer will bo of the utmost cervice in con- 
tributing to the progress of tho mines and 
through tliem of the country in general. It 
is time now however to work for that object. 
1 he winter season even at tho timo wo write 
has no doubt given the miners of Cariboo a 
few preliminary wurtincs of its approuch. 
In another month nil those who do not intend 
to winter in the mountains will turn their 
faces and steps southward. The snow 
storms w ill whiten the ground. Tlib hardy 
mule "r .in will Imve to return to its winter 
quarters in tho grassey valleys of the 
Thompson and Similkameen. Th way side 
house will miss the faces of the miners 
wending their way up and down. Snull we 
proceed farther in the picture of isolation 
that winter hsi« in previous year* made thii 
Upper country of Briti-li Ciilumhiq f U tin*

A'heie 
in Cuouilu, in X ii'Wny, in Itn^in. iii.ui other 
northern r>ounine.s, take the pro pur a ep'* 
to overcome it 1 1 the latter course 
be resolved upon ami we* can fee no 
reason why it slio'jk! not, there h no 
no time lo spare in making the isces- 
sary oreparations. Through Ibq well 
. advised measures that have already been 
taken, the country can now boast of a very 
fair system of roads and trails leading into 
the heart of the mines. This line ol com- 
munication would be quiteus easily traversed, 
throughout the entire winter, by means of 
sleighs, as most of the roads in the back 
settlements of Canada and ihe Eastern 
provinces. The winter season is, in those 
districts, the great season for the transporta- 
tion of freight. Tho most of the grain and 
other produce is then brought down to the 
places ol shipment, in many cases from dis- 
tances which it would scarcely pay to traverse 
in summer. The coldest weather quite as 
cold, in fact, as it is in British Columbia, is 
found to be no obstacle. The way side inns 
provide food and shelter for man and beast, 
when they put up for the night or slop during 
the day, and that is nearly all that is required. 
Now, there is no reason why the same thing 
cannot be done in British Columbia. Let it 
only bo understood time enough that sleighs 
vrlll he phced on the road between the lower 
towns and the mines to run all winter, and 
we have no doubt the owners of the different 
utopping places will take some measures to 
meet the new stoto of things. They will 
require lo build good warm stables, aod pro- 
Tide a plentiful supply of fodder both of 
grain and grasses. That done the chief dif- 
ficulty is overcome. Without it sleighing 
cannot well be done. The great losses of 
animals among the pack trains going into the 
mines late last fall and early this spring, was, 
we may say, entirely owing to the absence of 
tho above requisites. It iB of the highest im- 
portance that winter traffic be maintained 
with the mines. Something must be done 
to got rid of tho spasmoJio character which 
has hitherto attached to our up-country trade. 
The experience of last winter has proved that 
in many respects the cold weather is the best 
timo of tho year to work tho diffioult claims. 
The experience of other countries has proved 
that the cold season is the beBt for transport- 
ing freight, so there is cot the slightest reason 
for having any cessation of the British Co- 
lumbian trade during the winter. Theveryfact 
too of business being carried on all the Y'l'ir 
round will have o tendency lo ronder every 
thing in th I other colony of a much more per- 
manent character. Moro people "ill remain 
in tho mine's. The way-side towns will be 
more apt to grow. Settlements will thus be 
encouraged around centres ol population. 
Fewer of our people will feel disposed to go 
down to Oalifornia to winter and conclude 
not to come buck. By the establishment of 
winter traffic, nnd the increase of milling dur- 
ing tho cold senson, Victoria may miss the 
periodical influx of men from the upper 
country, but she will reap a far greater 
profit in tho increased demand for her sup- 
plies, which will result from a more general 
and continuous prosperity of the whole 
country.

assembly, 

Yestetday at on* o'clock tlio members elect 
of the House of Assembly met at the Su- 
preme Court. The fallowing gentlemen were 
present . Messrs. Young, De Cosmos, Powell, 
Ridge, Jackson, Tolmio, Trimble, Fester, 
Helmcken, Bnrrjaby, Carswcll, Duncan, 
Bailey and Pidwell. Mr, Street, member for 
Saanich, did not attend. Mr. Danaes, who 
contcstod the repiesentation of Salt Spring 
Island with Mr. Pidwell, was present in tlie 
lobby of the Hoiise. 

At half past one His Honor David Cnn»- 
cron, Esquire, Chief Justice, entered tho 
Chamber and took the chair, briefly remark- 
ing that His Kxcel'.eucy the Gjvernor had 
deputed him in his capacity ol Chief J ustice 
to state to bosli Houses tho purposes for 
Which they wero culled togethor. Tho ofRo 
iating Clerk of the House, Mr. Horno, having 
thon called over tho names of the members 
present, his honor informed the members of 
the Legislalive Council and House o( Assem- 
bly that they would be required to take the 
nath3 this day [Thursday], and thai the 
House of Assembly must lirst soled from 
'■<•>- thoir number a fit and proper person to serve 
as their Speaker. Tho natno of tho gentle- 
man so selected would be presented to His 
Excellency, find if it met with his approval 
Lo would then proceed to tho House and open 
the proceedings, But i[ necessary the House 
of Assembly would be then required to elect 
another Speaker. His Honor thou left tho 
cbair. 

Colonel Foster, immediately rosa nnd 
said that before the members wore sworn 
in and inaugurated as a House of Assembly, 
it was expedient to elect a Speaker, and ho 
felt it an honor to proposo the nanio of Dr. 
Helmcken who bad flllod the duties of that 
office during the two previous Parliaments, 
■which had sat in this Island. [Applause.] 
He believed that gentleman would nbly dis- 
charge those duties, nnd felt assured the 
► proposition would meet with general approval 
and support. [Cheers."! 

Mr. Young seconded the nomination, ob- 
serving that it was necessary the gentleman 
selected for the otlice of Speaker should bo 
possessed of talent, tnct, patience and firmness 
combined with a knowledge of Pnrllraentary 
practice. Theso qualifications he considered 
Dr. Helmcken possessed; he had been Speaker 
in the two previous Parliaments ; he had been 
proved, and was not found wanting, nnd ho 
did not think they could make a heller choice. 
As the Colony increased so would their legis- 
lative duties, and it was desirable lo select 
aorue one acquainted with Parliamentary 
duties in order tbut their time should not be 
needlessly thrown away. 

Dr. Helmcken observed that it would bo a 
very irksome office to fill during tho session, 
aud he had his own duties to attend to; he 
was sorry that tho honorable gentleman hud 
fft put him up, because he meant to put the 
honorable gentleman hiinsolf up, [laugh tor, J 
but being an old tactician ho had lakon lime 
by the forelock aud forestalled him. llo hoped, 
however, tbut some oilier gentleman would be 
named in his stead. [Cries of No, no.| 

No other nomination having been made] Dr. 
Helmcken was declared unanimously elected. 

The Speaker then took the chair, nnd was 
loudly cheered. Ho said, that ho felt proud 
of the honorable position in which ho had 
been placed, but much more proud to have 
the confidence of the whole of the members. 
Ho concluded by expressing a hope that 
honorable members would make his duties 
light by remembering to keep themselves in 
order, (laughter), and should it happen that 
any members failed to conduct themselves he 
would look for the co operation of the other 
honorable members in supporting his position, 
(cheers). 

The proc«adings here terminated, and the 
house adjourned to 1 p. m. this day, when 
the honorable members will meet and lako 
the oaths before His Honor tho Chief Jus- 
tice, and at 2 p. m., His Excellcnoy will pro- 
ceed to open the House. 



CARIBOO AND BRITISH COLUMBIA 

Tho steamers Cnlodonia and Enterprise 
arrived yesterday afternoon from New West- 
minster, bringing a considerable nurabor of 
passengers, and treasure by express and in 
the hands of private partios, estimated at 
over SC0.000.

We learn that the two murderers of poor 
Clegg had not as yet boen apprehended, but 
the country was being scoured in all posaiblo 
directions and it was thought that if alive 
they must eventually bo caught. 

A man, believed to be one of tho male- 
factors, was dissovored near Lillooet, he was 
making his way up a hill when soen, and on 
reaching tho top, waived his hat, ns if in 
defiance, and then disappeared. 

It is thought that his companion must have 
died from tho wounds inflicted by Captain 
Taylor in their encounter.

Un the night before the murder was com- 
mitted tho two supposed murderers reached 
Davidson's house, nine miles from the scene 
of tho murder, on foot between 3 and 4 p. ni., 
doing away with the supposition that Ihey 
had followed Clegg and Taylor from Cariboo 
and had accompanied them in tho same boat.

Henry Bramlcy, an einploye" at the Uoyal 
Hospital, appeared yesterday to answer a 
charge preferred against him upon information 
laid by Mr. Seely, the Maslor of the Hospital, 
for assaulting Mrs. Seely, and threatening' to 
use violeuco towards a domestic in the cstnb- 

v lishment, by drawing a knife. 

T Mr. Bishop appeared on behalf of the ac- 
cused, and objected to tho reception of the 
husband's evidence on behalf of his wife. 
The magistrate held that Iho husband could 
not bo a witness in the matter of an assault 
against his wife, but only as to general mis- 
conduct in the premises, for the purposes ot 
having the aroused hound over to keep the 
peace ; ho would therefore take tho Witt's 
evidence, but not that of the husband. 

The witnesses having been ordered out of 
court, 

Mrs. Seely sworn- Said that Bramlcy ac- 
cused her of taking a pair of scissors out of 
the burgery belonging to him. She heard 
him having some words with her husband on 
the balcony, nnd lold tho accused he had made 
a blackguard of himself by acting in the way 
he had done to the servant, Mahomet. He 
put his Dst up to her face two or three times, 
nnd dared her to say it again, and she re- 
peated tho remark. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bishop— Wo were 
friendly up to that time. My husband told 
him to cut some wood, and he refused, saying 
it was tho cook's duty; my husband then 
said he must either cut tho wood or leave. 
He said I had stolen Iho scissors, not taken 
them. I told him he had tried to muke him- 
self a blackguard by lifting the knife to the 
other mnn on the Monday morning. Ho put 
his fist to my face, and dared me lo say it 
again ; I did say it again ; I was not afraid 
of his fist. [Laughter.] 

To tho Court— He called the ma op " bum- 
mer" and " loafer about town," and other 
such words. Mahomet was present when the 
knife was lifted, 

Mahomet wa3 next called, but as tho wit- 
ness, could only be sworn upon the Koran ( of 
"""■which no copy was in court) his testimony 
was dispnnsed with. 

An inmate of Ihe Hospital was then called 
on behalf of the accused, and s:ated that he 
heard a good many high words ensue bnlwecn 
Mrs. Seely and the accused ; he heard Mrs. 
Seely say " who do you mean by 'Seely V Do 
you think my husband is a low-live black- 
guard like you ? cull him Mr. Seely, if you 
please." [Laughlor.] She said a groal deal 
more. It was a conspiracy between litem to 
get Bramley away. The servant, inslead of 
attending to the patients attends lo them, 
and they knock him about just as they please. 
They therefore want to get rid of Bramley 
and retain him. 

To the court— I havo unfortunately boon 
a pauper inmate of the hospital for six months, 
and have been subjected to brutul treatment 
by Seely, at a time too when I was fullering 
agony. 

Mr. Pomborton— Did you ever complain ? 

Witness —I have complained ; only a week 
ago I made a complaint to the committee. 

Mr. Pemberton remarked that witness, 
after being received into a public instill) lion of 
that sort, should be more guarded in state- 
ments calculaled to do it injury, llo hap- 
pened to know that ho was wrong with re- 
spect to tho servant, as Seely had conferred 
with tho committee respecting the dUchnrgo 
of tho servant Mahomet. 

Mr. Sheriff Naylor gnve tho accused a very 
good character ; ho had known him lor about 
twelve months, and always found him a 
steady, well-conducted and peaceable man. 

The magistrate said that ho would make 
overy allowance for Ihe good character which 
the accused bore ; but at the buiiio time the 
persons placed in authority by tho committee 
t should be prelected. It was, in fact, a case 
of master nnd servant, Ho would therefore 
order Bramley to enter into his own recog- 
nizance in tha sum of £10 to keep the peace, 
or to suffer ten days' imprisonment,

the colored cook to cut his hair nnd whiskers, 
desiring him to cut them as close ns possible 
with scissors, which was done, giving biro the 
appearance of a man who had gone 10 or 1? 
day3 without shaving, Thoy 3lept there lhat 
right, retiring about half past 8 o'clock, and 
half-an-hour after Taylor aud Clegg arrived 
on horseback. The clerk, Thomas Hudson, 
got up and let them in. Taylor and Clegg 
took a drink at the bar, and handed over lo 
Hudson their cantinns containing gold, to be 
deposited in tho safe. They thon also retired 
to rest, conversing a short time in an under- 
tone on tho arrangements lor tho morning, 
nnd desired to bo called very early. In tho 
morning breakfast was prepared at half-past 
five, of which iho twj men partook nnd start 
ed ufi immediately atlerwards. The one 
who had his hair cut wore a red shirt and 
had his blankets strapped on in tho usual 
way ; the other, the taller of the two, hav- 
ing his blankets [dark ones | rolled up and 
carried over one shoulder in trooper fashion. 
Taylor and Clegg breakfasted ntterwnrds and 
started about an hour niter the two men. 
Tho next thing heard of them was at Mur- 
phy's, where one of them colled and spoke of 
engaging as a cook. He said he would con- 
sult his partner, who was on the read, but did 
not relurn. A few minutes after this Taylor 
and Clogg passed and wero attacked about 
three-quarters of a mile from the house. It is 
supposed lhat Clegg was not shot on his 
horse but received u ball through tho back of 
his head while struggling on the ground 
with his assailant. Taylor's horse having 
become unmanageable broke nway and 
bolted back to Murphy's house. Taylor was 
therefore not an eye-witness ot Clegg's death, 
though he returned to tho spot with Murphy 
within a few minutes finding poor Clegg 
quite (lend on the ground with the roll of 
dark blankets lying near. Tho men wero 
tracked into the woods and a knife and pis- 
tol stained wiih blood were found ; tho 
search was continued but the wood becom- 
ing so dense the tracks were lost. Informa- 
tion was immediately conveyed to Commis- 
sioner Cox at Mud Lako and steps were 
lakon to intercept the murderers at the 
various probable points of escape. 

Mr. Dodge as well as our informant had 
kept watch several nights on the trail but to 
no purpose. The meu however had been track- 
ed making towards the Thompson river by the 
Buonaparte valley, but their capture is very 
probable, Mr. McLean, with a large number 
of Indians, being on the vtntcb. 

There was a vague rumor that they had 
been seen, and fired at, near McLean's, but it 
seeni3 certain that they, had previously 
entered a packer's camp aud demanded 
muck-a-muck from the Indian cook. 

The porpetrators of the vile deed obtained 
no gold or valuables, ns Clegg's watch and 
money wero still in his pocket. The pistol 
found, belonged to one of the murderers, who 
had evidently exchanged it for Cleggs's 
wibch was at the lime in the deceased's, 
cantiuas. 

FROM THE BRITISH C01UMBIAN. 

The stenmer Relinnoo came down from 
Yale on -Monday evening, bringing a number 
of passengers and Dielz and Nelson's Ex- 
press, containing S12.O00 in treusure. No 
later news from the mines. 

Admiral Kirisreome, II. N., goes up to Yale 
by the steamer Reliance to-day. His return 
may be looked for on Friday, when ho will 
b3 wailed on by the City Council with an 
address. Wo are gratified to know that the 
Admiral is highly pleased both with Bnrrard 
Inlet and the city of New Westminster. 

Up to the timo of going to press the etortmer 
Hope had not returned from Yale, so that we 
are without larther advices from Cariboo. A 
rumor came down via Douglns lo the eflcct 
that one of the murderers of Clegg was cap- 
tured, but it lacks confirmation. 



Ui'ROAnious. — John Collins was brought 
before Mr. Pemberton yesterday, charged by 
oflicor Curry, with being drunk and dis- 
orderly, and assaulting him in the execution 
of his duty. Curry slated, that a elooteh- 
man informed him that a man was in her 
cabin drunk, and vory violent. He accord- 
ingly went thore and called the man out, as 
soon ns tho prisoner came outside he seized 
hold of witness by the throat and threw him 
down, tearing his coat and trousers : the 
olHcor, however, obtained tho mastery, and 
held prisonor down until assistance arrived. 
Prisoner had nothing to say to the charge, 
he had come to town and got on the spree, 
and was not aware of what l o had done. Mr. 
Pemberton enquired if tho prisonor was 
known to the polico, and on being answered 
in the negative, said ho would impose a light 
penalty, us the prisoner appeared to havo 
borne a previous good character, he would 
lino hjra §15, nnd in default one month's im- 
prisonment. For such an offence it might 
have been double.

The Comax District. 

Comax, August 24th, 1803. 
Editor British Colonist, — Sir: — So 
many questions have been nsked respecting 
the adaptability of the Comax District, that 
a brief description of it may not perhaps be 
uninteresting to some of the readers of your 
widely circulated journal. 

The Comax District commences about 
thirty miles above Nanaimo, and thence ex- 
tends a considerable distance north and west. 

The harbor of the same name is situated 
about thirty miles further up, or about sixty 
miles northwest from Nanaimo, and averages 
three miles in length by ono and a hall' in 
breadth. 

Owing to a large spit which runs about two 
thirds across the mouth of the harbor ve9sols 
of the biggest size may at nny lime find sufo 
anchorago within it, while both from tho 
open Gulf and from Valdez Inlet the entrance 
is easy. Into tho head of the harbor flows tho 
Puntlage or Courtney river, which, about two 
miles from its mouth divides iuto two bran- 
ches, receiving in their course innumerable 
small oreeks which water tho surrounding 
country. 

The land on either side of this river is 
divided into fine rolling prairies of from fifty 
to five hundred ncre3 each by bits of heavy 
timber. The soil i3 a rich dark loam, vurying 
in deplb from one to two feet, with a clay or 
gravelly subsoil ; and, whore still uncultivated, 
is now covered with fern and grass four or 
five feet high. The crops, the first raised in 
Comax. have, where the least care has been 
taken of them, turned out remarkably well, 
and will compare favorably with any raised 
on the Island. 

It is, 1 believe, in contemplation to send n 
few samples to the agricultural exhibition it; 
Victoria next month, not with the intention 
of competing for premiums, but merely to 
afford those wdio lako an interest in tho de- 
velopment of the agricultural resources ol 
the colony an opportunity of judging what 
quality of produce they may hereafter oxpoct 
from this district. 

Tho present population of tho settlement is 
thirty-eight. The number of claims registered 
by actual settlers is thirty-two. 

Very little reliable information has yet been 
obtained concerning tho extent of good farm- 
ing land In this vicinity, but, if Indian report 
may be crodited, it amounts to many thousand 
acies. 

One or two exploring parties will most 
probably start for the mountains somo timo 
next month, llieir primary object being tj 
prospect for gold and other minerals, of tho 
existence of which in paying quantities there 
is overy indication. They will at the same 
time note the several features of the country 
through which they pass. 

To the admirer of the beauties of nature 
the winding river, with its shady ppves and 
miniature rapids, tho forest glade and open 
landscape, present themselves in almost end- 
less variety. The view from tho north sidu 
ot the harbor is also very fine. Before yon 
stretches a wide expanse of glistening water, 
friugod by a belt of dark green pine, which 
i3 thrown into bold relief against the abrupt 
nud rugged sides of a rango ol snow-capped 
mountains somo sixteen miles distant. A 
little to tho left may be seen tho entrance lo 
the harbor and tho northwest end of Songolu's 
Island, whilo still further to the left a glimpse 
may be caught of tho Gulf of Georgia and tho 
blue snow-tipped mountains of British 
Columbia. 

Hoping at no vory distant day to be able 
to give you more extended information con- 
cerning this favored spot.

Farming in Vancouver Ialanci, 

Victoria, August 28th, 1863. 

Editor British Colonist,— Sir ; The 
culture of spring sown crops being attended 
with considerable risk, disappointment and 
loss to the farmer and gardener, owir.g to the 
groat drought of our summers and autumns, it 
becomes a vory important consideration, 
especially as under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances the cultivation of the soil in this 
colony is not very remunerative ; to enquire 
by what moans within the reach of tho cul- 
tivator his returns may bo rendered more cer- 
tain, his losses lessened, and at the same timo 
his profits inoreased. 

As a step lownrds so desirable an issuo, I 
beg to suggest a more extended system of 
autumn tillage, whore ever the situation will 
admit of it being carried out — of such crops 
ns under ordinary circumstances will with- 
stand the winter cold of this island, and 
arrive at maturity before tho droughts of sum- 
mer are felt; and if any of your readers can, 
from their past experience, add any luforma 
tion bearing on the subject, it would assist in 
laying a better and moro extended system of 
autumn cultivation, than at present prevails 
in this colony. 

In order to render my suggestion as useful 
as possible, I beg to name a few plants, 
which practice and nbervation lead mo think 
will succeed in this climate — but as success 
will depend materially on tho preparation of 
the soil and the time chosen for sowing the 
seed, I may add, loose no time in getting the 
former into proper tilth, fur as no specific 
time for the operation of sowing can be laid 
down, and ns it must entirely depend on tho 
slate of the weather and the soil — the cul- 
tivator can then avail himself of the first 
opportunity for doing it. 

First then in importance is wheat about 
which I will only say, sow early in October 
il possiblo, in ordor that tho young plant may 
gain strength to withstand Ihe severity ol 
winter. Oats too may bo sown on soils that 
dry too early for spring cropping. 

Next in importance to t tie cereals come 
the fodder plants which, so far us iny own 
observations have extended, havo by far toi 
limited a cultivation with us. They are 
deserving a groatly extended cultivation, 
which sooner or later must he given them, if 
rearing and breeding of stock is attended to, 
as it deserves. First came the clovers, Red, 
White or Dutch, and Alsike; these plants 
seem to have been lost sight of, or nearly so 
in ibis colony; they deservo extended cultiva- 
tion, and no permanent pastures should be 
laid down without thorn — the latter one 
especially ( Trifolium hybridum) for its qual- 
ity alone is deserving of every attention, and 
is a valuable addition to our cultivated field 
plants, it is the best of perennial clovers, and 
will grow on soils where ihe red clover fails 
— it is intermediate between the red and 
white, and produces a heavy crop of forage. 

2nd. Trifniium incarnalum (Crimson Clo- 
ver) is a very valuable annual green crop for 
cattle, early in spring, aud if cut when in flower 
makes a superior hay to common clover. 
Is naten with avidity by nil kinds of animals 
nnd is vory nutritious. I have cultivated 
this plant in England, and consider it the 
most vol liable of all spring-t'orngo plants. It 
should be sown as ea'wy as possible in autumn 
on ground that has become firm. A good 
clean wheat arrish having the surface soni- 
fied over and cleared of weeds and rubbish, 
will suit it admirably. 

3d. Medicago saliva (Lucerne) the most 
useful of perennial fodder plants lor this coun- 
try ; roots penetrate to a gieat depth in the 
soil ; comes in use early in spring — a fort- 
night before the clovers or ryegrass. Tho 
soils which appear most congenial to it are 
those of a very light sandy or dry nature, with 
a calcareous Bllbsoil. Proper attenlion should 
bo paid to Ihe thinning of the young plants 
and in keeping them clear of perennial weeds. 
They will yield n considerable crop tho 
second year, and will produce good crops for 
eight years or moro, it proper attention is 
paid to keeping them clean. Ono of the most 
valuable plants for ibis Colony. 

4th. Lotus comiculatus (or common birds- 
foot trefoil) — a prostrate, deep rooting per- 
ennial plant ; grows on dry elevated pastures, 
sandy and healthy places ; is highly nutri- 
tious, quite equal to any of the clovers;, and 
aaton with avidity by cattle. Fiom tho groat 
depth lo which its roots penetrate, it is not 
iable to bo injured by drought, and is there- 
by enabled to retain its green verdure after 
Iho grassos and other plants are burnt up. 

olh. (Common saintfoio) onobrijc/iissatioiis, 
is another deep-rooting plant, and very valu- 
able on dry soils ; will last in perfection for 
many years, and ought to form a part of per- 
manent pastures. 

Cth. Vicia saliva (common tare or vetch.) 
This plant is too well known to need any 
lengthened discription from mo. The prac- 
tice of Bowing oitiior oats or barley among 
tares, is strongly reoonnnonded, not only as 
it insures a greater bulk of produce, hut the 
stems ot the grain serve as supports to tho 
trailing voich. Sow in November. 

7th, and last, but not least, are the nntural 
grasses. Timothy is already extensively 
sown, but I would strongly recommend some 
others; for permanent pastures, Buch ns fcsl 
uca- dtniuscula (hard fescue grass) resist 
droughts of summer, ami constitute a largo 



fiortion of tho best natural pastures in Engl- 
and. Fcstuca ovina (sheeps iescue) — this 
grass forms the greator pari of the sheep pas- 
tures of the highlands of Scotland. For al- 
ternate husbandry, in good soil, lolium Itali- 
cum (Italian rye) and lolium perenne (com- 
mon rye-grass) should be sown. The firot 
produces an early and bulky crop J the second 
will grow in soils unsuited to tho first and 
produces a heavy crop. 

The forogoing are rijmo of tho principal 
forage plants which the farmer will find ex- 
tremely useful. I will endeavor to give a 
list of crops for autumn tillage for the gardener 
in a separato letter, aud can only now find 
room to say, prepare your soil at once. 

AG1U-HORTICOLO. 

Insurance on Coal Oil Warehouses, 
A meeting of tho agents of the different 
Fire Insurance offices of this city was held 
to-day, at tho office of tho Liverpool and 
London Company. All tho offices, with the 
excoption of the " Provincial" and "London" 
ones, wero represented. Mr. LI. Routh, of 
the " Royal" was voted into tho chair, and 
Mr. Smith, of the " Liverpool nnd London," 
was appointed Secretary. It was resolved 
to appoint a committee to draw up a petition 
for presentation to tho Mnyor and Council, 
praying for the passing of iho following by- 
law, with sovcral amendments, which would 
be pointed out by the committee, Ihe chief 
amoug which were: To prohibit crude oil 
being stored at nil in the city, and of refined 
not over ihree barrels, whilst of naphtha, 
benzene, and such volatile substauces, only 
one barrel can be kept in warehouse. Somo 
other minor amendments aro mude, which 
will appear when the by-law is brought be- 
fore the Council : 

BY-LAW 

To regulate the manufacture and storago of Petro- 
leum, Earth or Hock Oil, Benzole, Benzine, 
Naphtha. Kerosene, Camphcnc, and Burning 
Fluid. 

No person shall have, keep, sell or manu- 
facture in any placo or building within the 
limits of the city of Montreal, nny crude or 
refined petroleum, earth or rock oil, benzole, 
benzine, naphtha, kerosene or burning fluid , 
in larger quantity than three barrels, unless 
it be kept in closo iron tanks, or in detached 
and properly ventilated stores or warehouses, 
specially adapted for that purpose, by having 
sills or othor contrivances so as effectually to 
prevent the overtlow of such substances be- 
yond the premises where the same are kept 
or 3lored. 

Section 2.— No person shall manufacture 
or slore any of the articles mentioned in the 
foregoing section, in any building or yard, 
situate less than one hundred feet lioni said 
building by a brick or stone wall not less 
than ten feet in height. 

Section 3. — Every person desiring lo manu- 
facture, keop, or storo any of the articles 
mentioned in section one, in tiny quantity 
exceeding three barrels as hereinbefore 
specified, shall make written application 
therefore to the Fire Inspector, staling in 
said application tho placa or building in 
which Le desires to manufacture, sell or store 
said articles, and Ihe manner in which he 
proposes to keep them ; and it shall be the 
duty of said Fire Inspector to examine the 
premises aud report to tho Fire Committee 
whether in his opinion said premises are 
made comformuble to the provisions of this by 
law, nnd upon bis report the said Fire Com- 
mittee shall lako action and grant or refuso 
license as to them may seem meet. 

Section 5. — All licenses grau'ed under the 
provisions of the previous section, shall con- 
tinue and bo in force from tho time of grant- 
ing Iho same until the first day of February 
next ensuing. 

Seution 5. — Every person at tho timo of 
receiving said licenso, shall pay thorelore tho 
sum of one dollar. 

Section 0. — It shall be ihe duty of the 
Fire Inspector aud Chief of Fire Depart- 
ment, in additiou to ihe duties now imposed 
upon their, by law, to make an examination 
of all premises where either of said articles 
mentioned in section 1 aro manufactured, 
kept or stored, so as to insure a strict com- 
pliance with all the provisions of ibis by- 
law, and they shall report all violations there- 
of to tho Fire Committee,} 

Section 7. — Any per=on who shall offend 
against either of the provisions of this by- 
law, shall forfeit and pay a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars, or be liable to an imprison- 
ment not exceeding thirty days for each and 
every offence, 

This subject is of the highest importance, 
nnd no timo should be lost in taking action ; 
the hot weather has now fairly set in, and, 
with the largo quantity stored in diflercnt 
pans of the city, we arc in continual danger. 
Wo trust that our city fathers will not wait 
before doing anything, till wo have somo 
great calamity. This is, wo arc sorry to 
say, too often the case with public bodies. — 
Montreal Herald. 



The Admiral's Visit to Nanaimo. — 
Last Wednesday evening the flag-ship Sut- 
lej steamed into Nanaimo harbor and an- 
chored within a stone's throw of the town, to 
the great delight of the inhabitants. When 
tho Admiral told the Nanaimo people a few 
weeks ago that ho would lake his ship into 
their harbor thoy scarcely thought he really 
meant it. But although many in Victoria 
told the Admiral of the great difficulties of 
taking his ship to Nanaimo, he trusted to 
Capt. Richards' charl aud his own judgment, 
and has found none of tho difficulties he was 
warned against. He has found abundance 
of water everywhere and none of Iho tre- 
mendous currents nnd counter currents, and 
other gulf monsters of which we havo heard 
so much, although sho snilod nearly the 
wholo of the way without steam. Tho 
Satloj is 3,080 tons, and draws about 2:i 
leet. It is now demonstrated thai the 
water in Nanaimo harbor is amply sufficient 
for nny ship that will ever ply on ibis coast. 
Wo are also informed that it has the best 
natural advantages for the construction of a 
dry dock of any place in either colony. If 
the Coal company carry uut their design and 
tret a steamer from England to run between 
Victoria and New Westminster, via Nanaimo, 
and ship all their supplies direct to their 
port, saving the great expense of tranship 
mcnt at Victoria, they may then sell goods 
to British Columbia cheaper than they can 
be got in Victoria, and a brisk trade would 
at onco spring up between this city and 
Nanaimo. The company would then increase 
their tri de, build up their town, realize an 
immense sum from tho sale of town lots, and 
do great good to both colonics. Governor 
Douglas will try to prevent this by refusing 
them a port of entry, but this obstruction 
will soon bo removed, and Nanaimo will get 
her rights.— Columbian,

port of entry, in fact, we havo ourselves ad- 
vocated it. That port lies conveniently near 
fur the trndo with Cariboo, over the Bute 
trail !— Ed.
